City expenditures would 
increase by 6.2 % over the 
current year, to $11.4 mil¬ 
lion, under the fiscal year 
1994 (FY94) budget propos¬ 
al presented by City Mana¬ 
ger Daniel Hobbs to the 
Greenbelt City Council on 
March 29. In most depart¬ 
ments the number of em¬ 
ployees will hold constant, 
although additional part 
time staff will be added to 
the recreation department 
when the fitness center 
opens. 

The reserve funds should be 
the focus of more attention than 
usual during this budget review. 
If all goes as expected, the city 
will take possession of Center 
School this summer. If Hobbs’ 
proposal is approved, the city 
will sell $8 million in bonds to 
finance renovation of the build¬ 
ing for use as a community 
center. Repayment of these bonds 
wiit require. Hobbs estimates, the 
equivalent of five cents on the 
city’s tax rate. Operating the 
community center will require 
another five cents, starting with 
FY95. 

The above does not mean that 
taxes will rise five cents this 
year. Council can delay the re¬ 
payment until the next fiscal 
year and can reallocate some 
reserve funds to bond repayment 

Another important considera¬ 
tion regarding the capital funds 
is that both this year and last 
many city departments elimi¬ 
nated or reduced their contribu¬ 
tions to the replacement fund 
in order to balance their budgets. 
The replacement fund contains 
money set aside for replacing 
durable equipment The reduced 
contributions may place addi¬ 
tional pressures on future years’ 
budgets. 

Increased Cost Items 

A number of factors affect 
all accounts including Hobbs' 
proposal that all employees re¬ 
ceive a 1.5% cost of living in¬

COMMUNITY CENTER 
FUNDING ANNOUNCED 

In a letter to Maryland State 
Senator Leo Green, Governor 
William Donald Schaefer has 
advised that $688,875 will be 
made available for the renova¬ 
tion of Greenbelt Center School 
as a community center, a project 
described by the Governor as 
“very worthwhile.” 

Included in the total amount 
is a state bond issue authoriza¬ 
tion of $150,000 made in 1990, 
and $380,875 for an adult day 
care center and $288,000 for a 
senior citizen activity center in¬ 
cluded in the fiscal year 1994 
state budget. 


percent increase in employee 
health insurance premiums also 
is expected. Hobbs also proposes 
upgrading a number of clerical 
positions as a result of a re¬ 
classification study. 

Public Safety 

The public safety account, 
which funds the police depart¬ 
ment, animal warden and the 
city’s contribution to the fire 
department, represents roughly 
one-third of the operating bud¬ 
get Hobbs’ proposed budget 
would increase funding for the 
department by roughly 6.7 per¬ 
cent, to $3.8 million. The num¬ 
ber of authorized positions will 
drop by one from current levels, 
as one police cadet position is 
eliminated. Two officer positions 
authorized but not filled last year 
will be eliminated. Five new po¬ 
lice cars will be purchased- 

At its March 29 meeting, coun¬ 
cil authorized the department 
to apply for another grant from 
the Governor’s Alcohol and Drug 
Abuse Commission, This grant 
was not included in the budget 
proposal, but it could result in 
adding another officer position 
with the city having to pay 
one-quarter of the cost. 

The budget proposal does not 
include a number of items re¬ 
quested by the department and 
the Fraternal Order of Police 
(FOP) valued at over $370,000. 
Proposals requested by the FOP 
include increasing the number 
of officers by one to maintain 
the same number of sworn offi¬ 
cer positions that existed prior 
to the conversion of one position 
to civilian status, night differ¬ 
ential pay and expansion of the 
take home car programs. The 
department would like to have

PRINTING PROBLEMS 
DELAY DELIVERY

The late delivery of the News 
Review during the past two 
weeks was the result of prob¬ 
lems at the printer. Not the 
family-run Allen Printing Ser¬ 
vice that sets the type for this 
newspaper and does everything 
up to the final process of print¬ 
ing. The actual printing has been 
done by the Record Printing 
Company of Silver Spring since 
late 1979. when we needed more 
copies of the News Review than 
the Allen’s could print in a day. 

A broken automatic paper 
folder held up completion of the 
printing the first week- The 
problem last week was of an¬ 
other magnitude. The Record 
went out of business- The com¬ 
pany arranged for their many 
newspapers to be printed by oth¬ 
er firms around the state. 

Allen Printing, the print shop 
that has been responsible for 
printing the News Review ever 
since it graduated from the 
mimeograph machine 50 years 
ago. was left guessing where the 
News Reviews would go. They 
learned on Friday the paper was 
printed in Easton by Chesapeake 
Publishing Corporation. A Chesa¬ 
peake truck, laden with 10.500 
copies of the Greenbelt News 
Review arrived in Hyattsville 
only to see a “Closed Fridays” 
sign on the Allen’s door. The 
truck took off. A late afternoon 
inquiry to Chesapeake brought 
the return of the truck and well- 
traveled News Reviews. No fool¬ 
ing- 

The Allen’s are presently 
searching for a new printing 
company. 

For the next few weeks es¬ 
pecially. notices of Friday and 
Saturday events should appear a 
week in advance—just in case. 


“Small of My Mind,” an orig¬ 
inal comedy by Greenbelt play¬ 
wright Bruce McDade. has its 
world premiere in Greenbelt on 
April 23, at 8 p m. Performances 
continue Friday and Saturday 
through May 8, with a special 
matinee Sunday, May 2, at 2 
p.m. All performances are at 
the Greenbelt Youth Center. 

McDade describes this play as 
a “comedy with a lot of heart.” 
Its central plot involves friends 
who have gathered for a wed¬ 
ding. Action focuses on the 
starts and stops of life. Ramona 
is about to marry her friend 
Peannie’s ex-husband. As one 
relationship ends, another be¬ 
gins. The play takes place in 
a small town in southwestern 
Virginia which McDade visited 
some years ago. He described it 
as a new world for him, an ex¬ 
perience and locale different 
from the usual. 

McDade, a drama teacher at 
Arundel High School, has 
directed many plays and has been 
writing plays since high school- 
He is a graduate of Towson Col¬ 
lege where his plays won several 
awards. He has been involved 
in drama with student and com¬ 
munity groups and has lived in 
Greenbelt for the past year and 
a half. 

Jim Robertson directs “Small 
of My Mind.” He is a veteran 
director with many directing 
credits from Greenbelt and other 
area productions. He just com¬ 
pleted directing MacBeth as per¬ 
formed by the Chevy Chase 
Players. Currently, in addition 
to the Greenbelt play, he is di¬ 
recting “Social Security” with 
the NIH Players. Greenbelter 
Stephanie Wolter is the Assist¬ 


ant Director. She has acted in 
other Greenbelt Arts Center pro¬ 
ductions but this is her first 
chance to direct. As an actress 
she is often called on to fill 
in for any missing performers 
throughout the many rehearsals 
which have taken place over the 
past few months. Wolter works 
at the University of Maryland’s 
University College and is a mu¬ 
sic major. 

Producer Steve Blais is re¬ 
sponsible for all aspects of the 
production. He must coordinate 
everything from the logistical 
to the creative. One of his first 
responsibilities is to find a 
good location for the play. Since 
the Greenbelt Arts Center does 
not have a permanent home now 
—awaiting the development of 
the theater as part of the com¬ 
munity center—this is an es¬ 
pecially challenging assignment. 
For this play he examined many 
possible locations from ware¬ 
houses to churches. It’s a diffi¬ 
cult assignment to find a loca¬ 
tion which fits the play's re¬ 
quirements as well as having 
space for storage of props, a 
comfortable environment for the 
audience, and room for the actors 
to dress and prepare for their 
roles- Blais is a Greenbelter who 
was just elected vice president 
of the Greenbelt Arts Center. 

Ginny Zanner is set designer 
for this show. She has much ex¬ 
perience in all functions of dra¬ 
matic productions, from acting 
to lighting to costumes. This 
time she brings her experience 
to bear in creating the scenes 
which will support the drama 
and comedy of the play. She is

Recreation/ Parks 

This is the second largest city 
budget account It is slated for 
a 5.8% increase under Hobbs’ 
budget. Several part-time posi¬ 
tions, equivalent to 1.5 full-time 
positions are proposed to be add¬ 
ed, mostly to staff the fitness 
center when it opens. 

The cost of running the pool 
complex in FY93 was 11% more 
than authorized in the adopted 
budget. Such expenses are ex¬ 
pected to increase an additional 
8.1% in FY94. Major reasons 
for the overrun include utilities 
and maintenance. 

Hobbs does propose that pool 
fees be increased eight percent 
in September to reflect the open¬ 
ing of the fitness center. If 
council approves the increase, 
Hobbs estimates that fees will 
cover 73% of the pool's operat¬ 
ing costs, up from 67% in the 
current fiscal year. 

Requests for contributions 
from recreation groups have in¬ 
creased by 10% to $53,700. The 
largest requests are for $13,800 
(up from $13,000 in FY93) from 
the Soys and Girls Club. $7,900 
(up from $5,500) from the 
Greenbelt Arts Center, $4,800 
(up from $4,060) from the Gol¬ 
den Age Club and $4,500 (up 
from $4,000) for the Double 
Dutch group. Keeping with past 
practice. Hobbs did not make a 
specific proposal for contribu¬ 
tions, leaving that decision sole¬ 
ly to council. 

Public Works 

Once again the public works 
account, which comprises 15% of 
the budget, shows the smallest 
requested increase, roughly four 
percent. Several positions will 
remain vacant. However, an in¬ 
crease in summer help is request¬ 
ed. More funds for training are 
also requested but trash collec¬ 
tion fees would remain steady. 

Planning 

The planning budget show's the 
largest requested increase (30%) 
among the major accounts. How¬ 
ever. this increase is due to 
the introduction of the code en-

forcement program in January 
1993. The costs of this program 
are, according to the budget 
document, entirely offset by fees 
from developers and landlords. 

Other Accounts 

The general government bud¬ 
get, funding the council and city 
manager's office, is projected to 
increase 6.6% to $1.2 million. 
Greenbelt CARES budget is pro¬ 
posed to increase roughly 8.5% 
to $242,000. An increase of 
8-6%, to $81,000 is requested 
for miscellaneous expenditures 
and an increase of 11% is pro¬ 
posed for the city’s contributions 
to reserves. Most of the $722,500 
account represents funds set 
aside for capital improvements, 
but $100,000 is set aside for 
other purposes. 

Both taxpayer supported and 
total debt sendee payments are 
projected to decrease slightly 
from the current fiscal year. 
Roughly $710,000 in general city 
revenues will be required to cov¬ 
er the city’s bond payments.

Cooperative Efforts 
Upgrade Stream 
At Greenbelt Park 

Watersheds come in all sizes 
and types. Some of the most 
impacted lie in the suburbs of 
major ui^ban areas, where de¬ 
velopment can occur at a break¬ 
neck pace, eradicating valuable 
forest land. In Prince Georges 
County, Md., lies Greenbelt Park, 
a popular 1,100-acre oasis lying 
in a heavily developed water¬ 
shed of 3,200 acres. Its prob¬ 
lems typical of suburban water¬ 
sheds, are the focus of a co¬ 
operative effort of which ICPRB 
is a part. __ 


Stormwater control in the wa¬ 
tershed of a small feeder stream 
within the Anacostia basin is 
meager. Stream degradation also 
has occurred from a small moun¬ 
tain of clean construction fill 
on land donated to the park 
several years ago. In the last few 
years, the hill has exhibited 
serious erosion problems despite 
efforts to stabilize it with plant¬ 
ings of grass and trees. Storm 
runoff has cut large gullies into 
the side of the hill, carrying sed¬ 
iment that threatens the already- 
impacted stream. 

With the cooperation of the 
state and county governments, 
work by the National Park Ser¬ 
vice and ICPRB is helping to 
revive and protect the stream-

JOE'S TIPS OF THE WEEK 

Hello again ! ! ! 

A common repair request is for a front end alignment because 
the vehicle shakes or vibrates at highway speeds. However.in most 
instances vibration merely means the wheels are out of balance by 
not having been rotated in the proper time frame. Hera are some 
facts that might help you diagnose your front end and wheel con¬ 
dition: 

1. A vibration at highway speeds only when the brakes are 
applied means warped brake rotors or brake drums, not a wheel 
balance or front end problem. 

2. A shake or shimmy that steadily increases in intensity in 
accordance with road speed, provided all components are propei 
’n the chassis area, most likely is a wheel balance condition. 

3. A pulling to one side of the road or the other is a front end 
alignment condition. To determine if your car drifts or pulls in 
such a fashion, carefully let go of the steering wheel on a safe 
ami flat road and not under acceleration. 

4. Tires showing abnormal wear are generally related to a 
front end alignment condition. Feather-edging of tire tread, where 
one side of tread is worn more than the other, is a sign that an 
alignment is needed. 

5. Improper air pressure will also cause tire wear. As the 
weather changes a temperature change takes place within the tire 
causing the air pressure to expand or contract. 

Always: 

a. Check air pressure when tires are cold or in a cool state. 

b. Keep constant preventive maintenance scheduling on tire 
rotation. 

c. At every maintenance inspection visually inspect front end. 

d. Re-balance all four tires on a yearly basis or at least con¬ 
sistently with mileage.
